DOCTORS WABN US AGAINST HAltD WOBK. 


OAF and grow fat" is the trite expression 
L 


of. an old truism supposed to have the 
backing of physiological research and med- 
ical experience. 
The farmer who wishes 


to fatten stock for the market does not 
permit It to roam the fields. He puts the 
.stock !.n a pen, •where It can get little ex- 


orcise, and feeds it fattening material. 


But it has never been supposed that loafing made a 


person healthy or strong. It favors an Increase of adi- 
pose tissue, but. no ono ever contended that it made 
muscular tissue or improved the circulation or strength- 
ened any of tho organs of tho body. 


But now come certain members of tho American 


Medical Association with the declaration that hard 
work is deadly, that the "strenuous life" Is making the 
young men of the United. States as decrepit as their 
grandfather's were at the ago of 70 years. The Intro- 
duction of the cinder path, football and other forms of 
outdoor athletics into college life, It Is claimed, has re- 
sulted In the alarming growth of an Incurable disease 
that is sapping the vitality of the young men. This 
disease, which the doctors have named "arteriosclero- 
sis," Is a suffering and deterioration of the arteries, 
causing them to age prematurely and bringing about a 
serious affection of the i»art. 


It should riot require the admonition of the learned 


doctors to Impress young men with the danger and 
foolishness of "strenuous" athletics, or with the benefits 
to be derived from rational outdoor exercise. 
The loaf- 


Ing that permits an excessive accumulation of fat Is 
dangerous. The work or the athletic exercise that does 
not respond to the rational needs of a particular body 
Is also dangerous. Experience and common sense teach 
us this without the testimony of the doctors. 


Loafing, does not bring health. Nor does "strenuous" 


exercise necessarily bring strength.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.

Everything is dis- 


torted a.s he looks at it. Always he exaggerates his own 
Importance; invariably he gives a false value to some 
other person or thing. The multi-millionaire who Is so 
hot for more dollars that he will p'»"Ke Into criminal 


projects and cover his hands with filth and his name 
with Ignominy to reap a harvest of money that he wants 
no more than he wants eleven toes, is a man who has 
lost his head. 
The police might fairly collar him; but 


bis rightful guardian Is an alienist. 


If, Indeed, it be a fact that he and his kind are- 


multiplied, and their passion'for spoil is made hotter 
by prosperity, may we not consider whether, as we look 
around upon the Increase of graft and development of 
money-madnoss, this country could not obtain some 
benefit from a brief spell of hard times?—Philadelphia 
North American. 


AGRICULTURE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


HE question of teaching agriculture In our 


public schools is being ventilated 
thor- 


oughly 
by 
educational 
leaders. 
State 


Supt. Stetson, of Maine, has expressed 
the conviction that In some elementary 
form all the teachers of that State should 
be prepared 
to teach agriculture. 
He 


thinks that farm boys and farm girls should be so 
taught that when they are through with the common 
schools they will be qualified to make country homes, 
and not, by their very training, be biased toward town 
life. The fact Is that the ordinary common school does 
comparatively exalt trade and manufacturing as com- 
pared with laud culture. 
The children receive no In- 


formation 
whatever concerning animals and plants, 


concerning soils and fertilizers, nor are they taught the 
relrivion that in country life should exist between the 
true, the beautiful and the useful. 


Suprintendent Joyner, of North Carolina, Insists that 


agriculture should be taught Just aa history Is taught 
Assign a lesson in nature study, and see that tho pupil 
masters It. Ho thinks the application will come later. 
Pupils will become keenly Interested In matters that 
touch everyday home life. 
Then he would hare sup- 


plied to the pupils small boxes, In which they are to 
place the requisite soil, and in ouch plant a given num- 
ber of seeds. 
Ho would have them tost seed to begin 


with—not go ahead blindly, but make sure at every 
point. For instance, he finds in his experiments thnt cab- 
bage seed germinates at a 00 per cent ratio, clover at 
a 75 per cent ratio, while blue grass has a percentage 
of germination as low as 45. His object is to teach a 
child accuracy In all matters pertaining to agriculture; 
but accuracy is nothing more or less than science. 


Elbert Hubbard emphasizes the necessity of a rad- 


ical change in the division of school work. 
To teach 


agriculture wisely requires a good deal of outdoor appli- 
cation. 
Recently we showed what Iowa had undertak- 


en with her normal schools—that Is, a certain amount 
of garden work and field work for incipient teachers, so 
that they will be qualified to teach-nature studies- in the 
schools. 


There la really no good reason why boys and girla 


should be shut up all day inside school rooms. .It is un- 
naturaLjjnd it Is^_sjg3^jus^qlmjge,lo^,tbair'^r.v,esiand, 
-tBfejf*rauTs$»esrTChere: is no reason why half of^thls, time 
-should; not be spent out of doors in the application 'of 
the lessons learned. These, may be lessoiis In entomol- 
ogy or In ornithology, or in direct gardening. Mr. Hub- 
bard adds: "Suppose we quit talking about war, and 
sot ourselves to 'the problem of educating »ur boys 
and girls—that is, educate them to be useful; one ses- 
sion a day for books and the afternoon for hand work." 
He thinks this would end the era of overworked teach- 
ers and yellow, nervous pupils. 
At present we are 


giving twice as much to war as we are to our schools. 
We are glad to welcome tho assistance of all thoughtful 
educators, editors and others in this campaign for com- 
mon sense. 
Let us make our motto "Educate for the 


farm and not from the farm; educate for the country 
and not from the country."—New York Tribune.

Ing description of it. 
He says that

snake she began to smell It, for the 
sight of these animals is so poor that 
they depend almost entirely on the 
sense of smell, and then she seized 
its head with her teeth.

700,000 tho new 
Croton 
dnm 
has 


been completed. 
Water is filling the 


enormous basin It makes of the once 
beautiful valley and hillsides of the 
Croton River, and early next month is 
expected to reach the level of the top 
of the spillway. When it, does so, 34,- 
000,000,000 gallons of water will have 
been added to the supply for this city. 


Adding a new wonder to the great 


engineering feats of the world, the 
new Croton dam stands easily fore- 
most of works of that 
kind. In Its 


colossal masonry, In height, 
length, 


hlckness and the volume of water con- 
fined It has no rivals. It Is larger 
than the three great dams of Europe 
combined. They are the Vyrny dam 
n England, the Furens In France and 
he Oileppe in Belgium. In Egypt tho 
Assouan dam, built to control the irri- 
gating floods of the Nile, is longer 
ban the Croton dam, but It Is more of 
a lake than a dam and Is only seventy 
"eet in height. 


Soon the once narrow Crolon River 


will be a great lake, 2-100 feet across 
at the dam breast, filling the valley 
behind It for nearly twenty miles and 
spreading at Hunters Brook to an ex- 
renie width of two miles. 


When the present site was finally 


decided upon for the dam it was nec- 
essary to penetrate to the solid rock 
'or the foundation. Borings through 
he surface earth found a disintegrated 
rock below, and it was not until a 
flepth of eighty-five feet was reached 
;lmt (he solid rock was found. 
On 


this has boon roared the dam, the 
riost enormous mass of masonry in 
the world.

Hare, harsh, cheerless, immodest,—

Children cannot bo forced to like

The fanciest 


school apparatus will not atone for a 
charmless school ground. 
A 
child 


should not be blamed for playing 
truant if ho is sent to school in a 
graveyard. 


It would seem that land 
is very 


precious. Very little of it wan bo af- 
forded for a school ground. 
A quar- 


ter of an acre of good land will raise 
four bushels of wheat, and this wheat 
may be worth three or four dollars a 
year. Wo cannot alford to devote 
Kiieh valuable property to children. 
Wo can llnd a bit of swamp, or a sand 
hill or a treeless waste. The llrst dis- 
trict school 1 taught was on a liearf- 
lens hillside.

The school building is generally 


little more than a large box. It has 
not even the charm of proper propor- 
tions.

house; and the mere looks of a. school 
house has a wonderful 
influence on

"stunt" twice dally 
In the afternoon 


nnd evening. 


The two horses an; stationed nt the 


Vx>tut where they are 
to leave 
the 


water, and one of them, usually Queen 
flryt ^ levl to tne f>H>t °' tne Incline. 
With a tosa of her head, sha quickly 
runs to the top of the (Staging, looks 
over to see If the eours« la clear, then 
without hesitation drops her for* feet 
to the sum!) platform and makes tho 
leap. They strike the water witb tbeir 


fore feet extended and the bend thrown 
back on the Shoulders, so that 
the 


shock Is not unduly great. They are 
under water from three to six seconds; 
then, with a shake of tbe head to clear 
the water from the eyes, each makes 
for the spot where the mate is stand- 
Ing. King la apparently prouder and 
more deliberate than queen; he goes 
up tho Incline slowly, and , pauses ;.at 
tlio top to look about at the crowd of 
people below, often whinnying, appar- 
ently to attract attention to himself.' 
He makes the more graceful dive of 
the two, keeping his fore feet straight, 
while Queen has hers doubled when In 
the air. 
As soon as tlioy come from 


tho water they are rubber! dry, covered 
with blankets, and led to the stable, 
whore they aro carefully groomed. 


Occasionally we find some one who 


thinks it is cruel to "make" horses dive 
from such a height; but the fact Is 
that they do not appear to dislike It 
at all, and tlioy certainly like to be In 
the water. 
How much more fortunate 


are they than many of tholr kind that 
have to do the hardest sort of work 
from morning until night, and often 
upon ticnnty or 
insufllclent 
rations! 


These horses have the best of care, 
the best of food, and plenty of exor- 
cise, and apparently are In the best 
of health and humor. Tlioy have boon 
exhibited from tho Atlantic to the 1'n- 
dflc Ocean and In Europe.—St. Nich- 
olas.

DOCTORS WARN US AGAINST HARD WORK. 


OAF and grow fat" Is the trite expression 
of an old truism supposed to have the 
backing of physiological research and med- 
ical experience. 
The farmer who wishes 


to fatten stock for the market does not 
permit it to roam the fields. lie puts the 
stock In a pen, whore it can get little ex- 


ercise, and feeds it fattening material. 


But it lin.s never been supposed that loafing made a 


person healthy or strong. 
It favors an increase of adi- 


pose tissue, but. no one ever contended that It made 
muscular tissue or improved the circulation or strength- 
ened any of the organs of the body. 


But now come certain members of the American 


Medical AssooiaMon with the declaration that hard 
work is deadly, that the "strenuous life" is inn king the 
young men of the Knitetl States as decrepit as their 
grandfathers were at the age of 70 years. 
The intro- 


duction of the cinder path, football and other forms of 
outdoor athletics into college life, it Is claimed, has re- 
sulted in the alarming growth of an Incurable disease 
that is sapping the vitality of tho young men. 
This 


disease, which the doctors have named "arteriosclero- 
sis," Is a suffering anil deterioration of the arteries, 
causing them to age prematurely and bringing about a 
serious affection of the i»art. 


It should not require the admonition of the learned 


doctors to impress young men with the danger and 
foolishness of "strenuous" athletics, or with the henetits 
to be derived from rational outdoor exercise. The loaf- 
ing that permits an excessive accumulation of fat la 
dangerous. The work or the athletic exercise that does 
not. respond to tho rational needs of a particular body 
Is also dangerous. 
K.\perience and common sense teach 


us this without the testimony of the doctors.

AGRICULTURE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


HE question of teaching agriculture in our 


public schools is being ventilated thor- 
oughly 
by 
educational 
leaders. 
State 


Supt. Stetson, of Maine, has expressed 
the conviction that in some elementary 
form all the teachers of that State should 
be prepared 
to teach agriculture. 
He 


thinks that farm boys and farm girls should be so 
taught that when they are through with the common 
schools they will be qualified to make country homes, 
and not, by their very training, be biased toward town 
life. The fact is that the ordinary common school does 
comparatively exalt trade and manufacturing as com- 
pared with land culture. 
The children receive no in- 


formation 
whatever concerning 
animals and plants, 


concerning soils and fertilizers, nor are they taught the 
rein .ion .that in country iit'e should exist between the 
true, the beautiful and the useful. 


Suprintendent Joyner, of North Carolina, insists that 


agriculture should be taught just as history is taught 
Assign a lesson in nature study, and see that tho pupil 
masters It. Ho thinks the application will come later. 
Pupils will become keenly interested in matters that 
touch everyday home life. 
Then he would haye sup- 


plied to the pupils small boxes, in which they are to 
place the requisite soil, and in each plant a given num- 
ber of seeds. 
Ho would have them tost seed to begin 


with—not go ah-'':id blindly, but make .sure at every 
point. For instance, lie finds in his experiments that op.b- 
hage seed germinates at a '.<n per cent ratio, clover at 
a 75 per cent ratio, while blue grass has a percentage 
of gcimimition as low as 45. His object is to teach a 
child accuracy in all matters pertaining to agriculture; 
but accuracy is nothing more or less than science. 


Elbert Ilubbanl emphasizes die necessity of a rad- 


ical chang,? in the division of school work. 
To teach 


ngriculture wisely requires a good deal of outdoor appli- 
cation. 
Recently we showed what Iowa had undertak- 


en with her normal schools—tluit is, a certain amount 
of garden work and field work for incipient teachers, so 
that they will be qualified to teach nature studies-in the 
schools. 


There Is really no good reason why boys and girls 


should be shut up all day inside school rooms. It is un- 
natural and It isi_q. serious damage to .their i^rves and 
Weir "fuusoies."Th'ere is no reason why half o'f^hls time 
should not be spent out of doors in the application of 
the lessons learned. These may be lessons In entomol- 
ogy or in ornithology, or In direct gardening. Mr. Hub- 
bard adds: 
"Suppose we quit talking about war, and 


sot ourselves to the problem of educating #ur boys 
and girls—that is, educate them to be useful; one ses- 
sion a day for books and the afternoon for hand work." 
He thinks this would end the era of overworked teach- 
ers and yellow, nervous pupils. 
At present we are 


giving twice as much to war ns we are to our schools. 
We are glad to welcome tho assistance of all thoughtful 
educators, editors and others in this campaign for com- 
mon sense. 
Let us make our motto "Educate for tho

new Croton dam stands easily fore- 
most of works of that 
kind. In its 


colossal masonry, in height, 
length, 


thickness and the volume of water con- 
fined it has no rivals. 
It is larger 


than the three great dams of Europe 
combined. 
They are the Vyrny dam 


in England, the Furens in France and 
the Oileppe in Belgium. 
In Egypt the 


Assouan dam, built to control the irri- 
gating floods of the Nile, is longer 
than the Croton dam, but it is more of 
a lake than a dam and is only seventy 
feet, in height.

On another occasion, 
when the weather went to the other 
extreme, with the result that the corn 
crop was unusually large and the price 
unusually low. Nebraska farmers had 
to accept a price below the cost of 
production. To afford relief to those 
farmers, the Nebraska railroads and 
their eastern connections made a tem- 
porary reduction in rates that gave 
the fanners "u per cent more for their 
corn.—Centurv.
